In the case pf the 
editor of the Nashville Barner, writing on 
the Cincinnati railroad question, we can 
understand it. He wants Cincimmti to 
build another road to Nasm ne; he wants 
to make the impresc:on upon the Cincinnati 
people that the L. and N. road now enjoys 
a monopoly of the carying trade. The 
fact, however, is, that there not a city 
in the Northern States whcre competition

Official Perfldy. 

Gen. Maxwell, of Michigan, won great 
distinction in the late war. He lost a leg 
in one battle and received many severe 
wounds in others: He was nominated by 
President Grant as Superintendent of In- 
dian Affairs tor New Mexico, and his nom- 
ination was confirmed by the Senate. 
Three weeks ago, he called at the Indian 
office and received ins‘-uctions as to his 
official bond, the amount of which was 
fixed at $50,000. He returned to Michigan, 
and, obtaining the requisite sureties, ex- 
ecuted his bond, closed up his business at 
home and sold out his property prepara- 
tively to entering upon the discharge of 
his official duties. On the morning of the 
14th inst., having gone back to Washing- 
ton, he called at the Indian office to file 
his bond and receive his commission, 
when, to his blank astonishment, he was 
informed that orders had been received by 
the 3 to withhold his com 

mission, and, that a supernumerary army 
had been assigned to the superin- 
tendency of Indian Affairg of New Mexico 
in place of himself. 

_ General Maxwell asked for an explana- 
tion, but could get none at the Indian of- 
fice. Whether he obtained one from any 
other quarter, the public are not informed. 
He is a gentleman of high standing, his 
whole character and conduct being above 
reproach. Yet, after his having been 
nominated and confirmed for office in New 
Mexico, and after having broken himself 
up at home, selling his whole property and 
making all hie arrangements for removal 
to his contemplated sphere of action, he is 
coolly notified, in the absence of any accu- 
sation whatever, that he has been super- 
seded! Certainly President Grant, unless, 
as is scarcely supposable, he has learned, 
by conclusive evidence, that General Max- 
well is an Infamous man, has committed 
toward him an act of perfidy that has no 
excuse and but very few parallels.
